.Montreal, Juno 1.— Tho iChnrity Or- 
ganization Society is to issue an appeal 
to the public Cor aid for the Btnrviug 
Italians, one hundred of whom arrived 
in the city this morning. In the mean- 
time Mayor Lnporte has written to Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier complaining that gov- 
ernment, immigration agents are not do- 
ing their duly in allowing all tlie.se peo- 
ple to enter the city and bring u burden 
upon the citizens. The agents at Hali- 
fax and St. John are named as among 
those who are held responsible. In the 
meantime it is coming to light that tho 
newcomers are not as anxious for work 
as they are reported to be. The super- 
intendent of a prominent manufactur- 
ing industry sent to the Italian immi- 
gration agency asking for a number 
of men to whom he was willing to pay 
the same rate as he pays homo labor, 
.•si .25 per day, but was much surprised 
when he was told that none of the men 
out Of work would be allowed to work 
for less than $1.50 per day. It is also 
understood that a great many of those 
who claim to be destitute in reality not 
only have sufficient funds to provide 
them with food, but to take them out 
of the city did they wish to go. As a 
mailer of fact the men will only accept 
the kind of employment to which they 
arc accustomed, pick ami shovel work. 
A large proportion of them do not come 
direct from Italy, but from different 
United States centres, where they have 
been employed for some time. The 
problem is worrying the city authori- 
ties. 

A LI EN ENGINEER'S. 
The feature of Judge Winchester's 
inquiry into tho charge that Canadian 
engineers were being discriminated 
against in favor of Americans by the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, was the evidence 
of Mr. Hays, who testified that his in- 
structions were that, us the project was 
entirely Canadian, Canadian engineers 
should be given the preference, other 
things being equal, when men were be- 
ing engaged. lie had experienced a 
great, deal of difficulty in rinding Canad- 
ians looking for employment, as most 
of those qualified already possessed situ- 
ations which they were not desirous of 
giving up. Mr. Hays altso stated that 
he was perfectly willing to give em- 
ployment to any engineer who came to 
him recommended by the Canadian So- 
net v of Civil Engineers. Stephens was 
further examined and stated that bo 
had made attempts to get several Can- 
adians who were employed on Ameri- 
can lines.

Liuoynng, May 30.— (Delayed in 
Transmission.) — The Japanese lost two 
hundred killed and a number of horses 
killed in the fight at Vagenfuehu to- 
day. The Russians opened lire at S 
o'clock in the morning, and after two 
hours and it half long-range lighting 
the Japanese, under General Afekinma, 
prepared to charge and crush the force 
which had been harrassing them for -1 
days. In the meantime General Som- 
sonoff was approaching with a force 
of cavalry. It was a sight worth see- 
ing when, at the word of command, 
the Russian squadrons formed line and

Paris, June 1.— The correspondent in 
St. Petersburg of the Echo do Paris 
says : '"A friend of General Kuropat- 
kin's tells me that before bis departure 
the general said : The first month it 
will be said that I am inactive; the 
second that I am incapable, and tho 
third that I am a traitor because wo 
will be repulsed and beaten, although 
that will not seriously affect the result 
of operations. I shall let people talk, 
firmly adhering to my resolution not 
to march before July, when I shall have 
tlie ovcrw-heming masses needed." 

AT FE.NGWANGCllENG. 

Reconnaissances Show That Russians 
Are Not Near Town. 

London, June 1.— The correspondent 
"f the Standard at the Japanese head- 
quarters, telegraphing .May 31st, says: 
"Repeated reconnaissances show that 
the Russian troops are not within iif- 
teen miles of Fengwangcheng or east 
of the Tayang river for thirty miles in 
the direction of Siuycn. Notienling 
pass may delay, but it cannot prevent, 
the Japanese advances as the pass can 
be- turned on either flank." 

The Morning Post's correspondent at 
Shanghai learns that the Russians hang- 
ed a number of Chinese' who have been 
caught signalling to the Japanese Heel 
near Vladivostoek.

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Tangier, June 1.— The United States 
cruiser Olympia, Hying the Hag of Rear 
Admiral Jewell, in command of Euro- 
pean squadron, and the United States 
cruisers Baltimore and Cleveland, ar- 
rived here today. 

There are no further developments 
concerning the kidnapping of Perdiearis 
and Varley, but a report is current that 
eight days have been allowed the Sultan 
in which to produce the prisoners, be- 
yond which time Tangier will be bom- 
barded. This report is not continued. 

1'aris, Juno 1. — In view of the reports 
of a possible French naval demonstra- 
tion off Tangier in connection with the 
presence of the United States warships 
there, the statement is made in authori- 
tative quarters that no such demon- 
stration is contemplated Or even con- 
sidered. The efforts of Franco to se- 
cure the release of Messrs. Perdiearis 
and Varley will be entirely through 
diplomatic channels at Tangiers and 
Fez. United States Ambassador Porter 
called at the foreign i..ice today audi 
conferred wit'.

Lomloii, June 1.— Rumors of media- 
tion in the Russo-Japanese war caused 
a rise of half per cent in consols and 
a general upward tendency on the Lon- 
don market this afternoon, but the ru- 
mors have found no confirmation in dip- 
noinutic circles. 

The foreign olfice characterizes the 
report that mediation is pending in tne 
immediate future as '"rubbish." Baron 
llluynsui, who as Japan's senior minis- 
ter, and by- far the most powerful rep- 
resentative abroad, would be the first 
to hear of any such move, says: "Not 
a whisper of mediation has reached me. 
'For us to stay our hands at this mo- 
ment would be folly. Russia appears 
to be in a serious dilemma. She has 
not enough men in the Held to cope 
with our army. If she brings the rein- 
forcements that General Kuropatkin so 
much needs she cannot feed them. I 
do not credit flic rumor in Rome of. 
General ICuropatkin's defeat, although 
during tlie next few days news of a 
battle may come at any moment. 

"It seems evident that Kuropatkin 
intends to light at Liaoyang. 1 believe 
he has decided to do this not so much 
from a military point of view us be- 
eause of the pressure from the court 
and political circles at St. Petersburg. 
About a mouth is likely to lapse before 
any determined assault can be made on 
Port Arthur."

THE ATTACK ON 

COUNT LAMSDQRFF 



Assailant is Note d For His 
centrlcilies and Will Be 
Punished. 



. St, Petersburg, June I.— Reports of 
an uttack on ('.unit Lainsdorff, minister 
of foreign Klfairs, which grew lasl night 
into a rumor, inter denied, of attempt- 
ed assassination, have their foundation, 
lis nearly as can be ascertained, in a 
personal assault committed on .Monday 
evening by Prince Dolgoroufcy, a disap- 
ipuilltcd. olllce-secker. 

Prince Dolgoroui-y is well known in 
Si. .Petersburg ^society lor his eccentrici- 
ties. The prince had frequently declar- 
ed he whs destined to great things in 
politics, had been a claimant for tlie 
throne of Bulgaria and hud visited that 
country several times and was expelled. 
.Not long ago the prince tried to commit 
suicide by shooting and still carries a 
bullet in bis head. Count. Lainsdorff 
is none tlie worse of the attack on him. 
The Associated Press is authorized to 
contradict all reports of Count Lums- 
dorff'a impending resignation. 

The Emperor is highly indignant over 
the episode and has directed an immedi- 
ate medical examination of the prince 
in order that it may be legally deter- 
mined wheiher be is sane. After lie is 
pronounced insane he will be placed in 
an asylum, If he is responsible for his 
actions be will be punished.

' There is not the slightest foundation, 
for tin. report tnat the Russians will 
abandon their positions east of Hai- 
cheng. General Samsonoff, who is op- 
erating south of Kaicho, is understood 
to have a large force of troops and wiil 
be likely to harass the Japanese out- 
pnsis. As regards the operations north 
of Fengwangcheng, the Cossacks have 
retired from Saiinatsza with the addi- 
tional los-s of two officers and seven 
men wounded. Saiuiatzfl is now held 
by a strong Japanese garrison. 

A despatch from Kaichou, Liaotuug 
peninsula, dated June 1st, says: A 
Russian who was wounded in the light 
at the .station near Vageuguchu, May 
80th, says that General Samsonoff at- 
tacked the Japanese near the railroad, 
a mile Svom Vagenfuch station. A cor- 
uo,': of the frontier guards was the hero 
of Uio fighting. His sergeant was lying 
wounded and a Japanese officer was 
about to ride over him when the cornet 
unhorsed tho Japanese, mounted the hit- 
ler's horse and placed the wounded man 
on his own charger. The Japanese cav- 
alry engaged were the Thirteenth regi- 
ment. Their horses were splendid ani- 
mals. 

I Kaichou or Kaiping is on tihe rail- 
road, about twenty miles south of New 
lOhwung. 

The following despatch from Viceroy 
Alvxiieff to the Emperor, dated May 
Blst, has been received. Rear Admirals 
iWitsoeff and Gregoriteh report that up 
lo .May 28th numerous Japanese mines 
bad been discovered and exploded in the 
roadstead of Port Arthur. Tlie Japa- 
nese evidently have replaced the Hro 
snips which "they formerly used by 
mines sown by merchant steamers in 
their service. 

The Emperor has received the follow- 
ing despatch from General Kuropatkin 
dated May ,'ilst: "All is quiet in tho 
direction of Fengwangcheng. Siuyen 
lias not been occupied by Japanese de- 
tachments. Tihe Japanese were ob- 
served retiring Irom Sedzyko and Sa- 
litsaiputso valleys in an easterly direc- 
tion. On May 30th two companies of 
Japanese infantry and thirty dragoons 
advanced along the Takushnu road to- 
wards Onalassi for the purpose of 
turning the left Hank of our outposts. 
Our senilis discovered the movement, 
and bring ensued in tlie course of which 
one Cossack was wounded, and one 
horse was killed. The Japanese de- 
tudhment which our cavalry suceessful- 
lly engaged May 30th, now is stationed 
lour vcrsts from VafougOW fortifying 
its position. There has been no fur- 
ther Japanese udvnnce from Saimatsza 
toward Eeugchouling pass on the Liao- 
yang road." 

General Sakahoff has telegraphed as

wounded, and Lieutenant Meyer ,and 
nin.'tlur nlfieor, whose name has not 
been ascertained, wounded.

One 
squadron of the Thirteenth Japanese 
cavalry was annihilated in a band to 
hand encounter and .another squadron, 
which came lo its assistance, suffered 
great loss from the tire of our frontier 
L'uar.lN ami riflemen. AVo captured 
nineteen horses." 

The war olllce does not believe the re- 
port from Tokio that .a Japanese divi- 
sion has embarked for northern Korea 
to cheek an alleged advance of .Lieut. - 
General Linevileb's army. ,A high mil- 
itary authority pbints out that Line- 
viteh would have bad to march :!(KI 
miles over different roads and to assure, 
supplies for | hat. distance bufore ho 
could get within striking reach of the 
Japanese armv. This .authority admits 
that such a task is impossible and not 
worth attempting since it would not 
imperil the Japanese .supplies in iMan- 
ehuria. which are coming by sea. The 
Japanese are more likely to reinforce 
their armies in Southern .Manchuria or 
■ oi the Liaotuug peninsula, for it is 
believed they are concentrating there 
every available man. The admiralty 
attributes the failure to destroy the 
crippled cruiser Bogatyr to the absence 
nf Japanese warships near .Vladiros- 
iock. A private letter from Liaoyang 
dated ..May -1 1 h . says that mi g 1 au- 
thority General Kuropatkin then had 
140,000 men readv to take the field. 



XO FOOD FOR RUSSIANS. 

.Soul, June 1.— The Russian bands 
scattered throughout Hnmhoung nrov- 
im e are encountering commissariat dif- 
lieultics. The country sido in poorly, 
supplied with food ami forage owing to 
tlie bad crops of the past two years. 
'Since the first Russian raid there, has 
been no trade at Yensan and Songjill, 
and consequently no importation of 
food stuffs. The Russia movements Ln 
Korea caused widespread starvation, 
and they are now experiencing the 
same difficulty in obtaining food. A 
detachment of twenty Cossacks with 
two Korean interpreters yesterday or- 
dered the governor of Ilttinlieiing to 
arrange for supplies.

BBCKLESS RAILWAY SUBSIDIES. 

A striking illustration of the reck- 
less ami extravagant manner in which 
the public fuuds lire dissipated in subsi- 
dies and bonuses for railway scliemes 
is just now the subject of general com- 
ment in Ontario. The Canadian North- 
ern Railway Company secured a sub- 
sidy from the Dominion Government ror 
a line between Toronto and Sudbury. 
Then the Company obtained another 
subsidy for the same line from the On- 
tario Government, besides various con- 
cessions from tli«' people of municipali- 
ties on the proposed route of the line. 
Having secured such substantia] aid, 
■the promoters have recently announced 
their intention to build the I'm?- Bnt 
it now appears that the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway Company has already 
commenced the construction of a line 
between the same places. It claims 
that it has authority to build such a 
mad (without getting n special charter 
for it) under the provisions of its 
charter which authorize the Company 
to build brunches from its main line. 
The Canadian Pacific Company states 
that it. asks no bonus or subsidy from 
either the Federal or Provincial Gov- 
ernment, but will build the line because 
it considers it will be a good business 
proposition. There is, therefore, a pros- 
peer that there will be two lines con- 
structed between Sudbury and Toronto, 
one built by the Canadian Northern 
Company (that is the 'Mackenzie and 
.Mann combination), and heavily subsi- 
dized; the other by the Canadian Pa- 
cilfic Railway Company without any 
subsidy. 

But we have now a singular denoue- 
ment. The subsidized Company objects 
strongly to the Company without a sub- 
sidy building a coniipeting line, and is 
taking legal steps to prevent it, claim- 
in- that it lias no authorty to build 
without a special charter. Is it possible 
to conceive a more striking proof of 
the absurd length to which the railway 
subsidy system has now reached'.' A 
route over which the prospects of traffic 
are so promising that a company is 
building a line t<> tap the business. But 
two governments and sundry munici- 
palities have subsidized another com- 
pany to the extent of a large propor- 
tion of the estimated cost of the line. 
Now the latter company demands that 
' it should not be subjected to competi- 
tion on this route from its unsubsidized 
rival ! 

Although this is an extreme case, 
perhaps, it exemplifies the unsoundness 
of this railway subsidy system. Origin- 
ally designed to secure for the public 
those transportation facilities which 
otherwise could not be obtained on the 
strength of possible trnllic receipts, it 
has now become principally a method 
by which a few individuals enrich them- 
selves at the expense of the whole com- 
munity. There are, of course, come 
i xcepl ions to that. From time to t iuie 
it is found impossible to raise capital 

lo construe! a li i the bare- merits 

uf the scheme itself, although it may 
be a thoroughly bona tide and promising 
enterprise. In such a ca-e it may he 
clearly in the public Interest that aid, 
to a reasonable amount and in a busi- 
nesslike form, should be given lo the 
project, ltut such cases are the excep- 
t on and tint the rule I in the compe- 
tition for assistance are frequently ne- 
glected in favor of schemes of much 
less merit hut with better or more ob- 
trusive hacking. 

One thing, we think, will not bo dis- 
puted. That is that the day for subsi- 
dizing railways, without any other con- 
dition being attache, 1 to the bonus or 
subsidy than thai of the construction of 
the line, has passed away. For any 
grant from the public treasury, whether 
Federal or Provincial, some direct re- 
turn- possibly remote but still secured— 
should he obtained, We are well aware 
that such n suggestion will be held as 
equivalent to a proposal to check rail- 
way construction by the conditions im- 
jposed in return for assistance from 
the State. But such fears are without 
any real grounds for their existence. 
In most cases tho subsidy or boons goes 
to enrich the promoters, and is not ap- 
plied towards defraying the actual cost 
of construction. There have been some 
glaring instances of L-.Us In Canada dur- 
ing the past ten years. Railway finance 
— as connected with the promotion of 
new lines— has now become almost an 
exact science, the must successful pro- 
fessors of which have become wealthy 
by federal and Provincial subsidies. 
The roads are built from the proceeds 
of bonds or debentures secured on them 
and the promoters are also nol grudged 
ti further little solatium for their 
trouble besides the subsidy in the shape 
of the ordinary or Common .-.lock of 
the road. The moral of the rival To- 
ronto and Sudbury lines is graphically 
drawn by the cartoonist of a Toronto 
newspaper— Mackenzie and Mann being 
pictured as protesting nonius; the un- 
heard of method of the Canadian Pa- 
cific (Railway by saying to its President: 
'"It's not tho rival lino we're opposing, 
Shnughneisy, it's the principle of the 
thing!" 



THE VENEZUELA AAVARD. 

The arbitrator in the outstanding dis- 
pute between Great Britain and other 
powers nnd Venezuela lias given his 
award. By the agreement reached be- 
tween the parties when the matters in 
dispute were submitted Lo arbitration, it 
was decided that tho award should be 
Ifinal and binding on all concerned. 
'Venezuela seems to have lust the case 
as far tis the substantial issues are con- 
cerned and will have to pay a sum that 
will nut he inconsiderable fur that little 
republic. It is to be hoped that she 
will promptly respond to the arbitra- 
tor's decision, and that we shall then 
hear mo more of a country which lias 
presumed more than once on her in- 
significance and weakness in her deal- 
ings and negotiations with more power- 
ful states. 

The award is interesting in that it 
deals with two matters of a novel char- 
acter. One is the decision that if a 
state agrees to pay a certain sum by a 
given dale and fails to do so, that in- 
terest can be collected from the de- 
faulter. This was the ease with ,Yone- 
Eliela in her dealings with British sub- 
jects and she will now have to pay in- 
terest at the late of three per cent per 
annum for the time duHng which there 
was default in payment. In the other 
ease, that in regard to the nationality 
of an individual, Venezuela was suc- 
cessful in her contention. The arbitra- 
tor holds that Great Britain's claim 
that a man bom in Venezuela of Brit- 
ish parmts resident in Venezuela, and 
;!", us >.es!'.'id.{> h uis: 1 ; u \ enezut 1 i 
was a British subject under the Consti- 
tution of Venezuela existing at the time 
of his birth, is not well founded. Tic 
same view is taken by the arbitrator ;n 
'lie other matter where Croat Britain 
argued that in the ease of a British 
subject domiciled in Venezuela, who 
dieil there and was married to a Vene- 
zuelan woman, such widow became a 
British stiuject by «uch marriage and 
letained her standing after his death 
and could appear as a claimant for a 
cause accruing to her husband in his 
lifetime. The arbitrator denied that 
claim. Although it was agreed that 
ill these easts the award should be 
Itinal, we do not assume that it will be 
regarded as settling these novel ques- 
tions in international law, as though it 
was given by a cuurt whose authority 
was recognized.
